SUCCESSFUL MURDER SCHEME. j 

I lie murderers Surrender Themaelvea 
and Are Dlacharged. 

Pkarsall, Tex., June i'o — At an early 
hour yesterday morning Ed. Allen, a well 
known saloon-keeper, was murdered in his 
place of business. Four men named T. J. 
Evan, O. W. Cbapman. John Chapman 
and Thomas Chapman were in the room at 
the time of the killing and four bullets en- 
tered Allen's body. He died instantly. 
Immediately after the killing these four 
men quietly aurrendered themselves to the 
sheriff, but no amount of persuasion would 
induce them to make a statement regard- 
ing the murder. The four prisoners were 
i-ober and composed and acted in perfect 
unison. They all had largo calibre pistols, 
but no empty cartridge* were to be found. 
Yhe murder is shrouded in mystery. No 
cause can be assigned as none of the prison- 
ers seem to harbor any feeling uga nst 
Allen. A coroner's inquest was held on tue 
body and the jury returned a verdict that 
Allen came to his death by pistol shot 
wounds at the hands of some person or per- 
sons unknown to the jury. The remarka- 
ble part of the proceeding wus the dis 
charge of the four men who hud voluntari- 
ly surrendered. They did not claim that 
.vl.en committod suicide, but positively re- 
fused to make affidavit or admit that they 
knew aught of the killing. There being no 
rv.dence agaiust the prisoners, they were 
discharged and left town.
